Water  Supply. 

The  Council’s  mams  have  been  extended  a  further  distance  of  7,700 
yards  during  the  year  from  the  present  scheme. 

For  obvious  reasons  it  is  not  advisable  to  give  any  details  of  the 
new  water  scheme  which  is  in  progress. 

1  he  purity  of  the  water  is  very  closely  watched  and  during  the  year 
50  samples  have  been  taken  from  public  supplies.  With  the  exception 
of  one  parish,  all  the  public  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  the  analysts’ 
reports  have  been  satisfactory. 

Sewage. 

No  improvements  have  taken  place  to  existing  works. 

Scavenging. 

The  scavenging  in  the  parishes  let  by  Contract  have  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily  considering  wartime  conditions. 

Housing. 

Tenders  were  let  for  16  Agricultural  Cottages  during  the  year. 

Under  difficulties,  good  work  has  been  done  under  Sect.  17,  18  and 
23  of  the  Housing  Act. 

Four  notices  were  served  under  this  Act  and  complied  with,  with  the 
exception  of  one  where  the  work  was  carried  out  in  default.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Once  more  we  have  to  be  thankful  for  a  year  so  satisfactory  as  to  be 
unbelieveable  in  the  fourth  to  fifth  year  of  War. 

We  do  not  seem  to  have  had  the  increase  in  T.B.  which  might  have 
been  expected. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  still  very  popular  in  the  best  sense, 
as  at  the  end  of  1943  we  had  67.5%  of  our  under  fives  and  84.6%  of  our 
over  fives  immunised,  a  commendable  result,  but  we  want  90%  or  more 
for  absolute  safety.  The  figures  compare  favourably  with  40.8%  and 
72.5%  respectively  for  1942. 

Scabies  has  not  been  so  marked,  though  I  am  afraid  there  are  still 
many  cases  of  co-called  food-spots  and  blister  pox,  which  are  really  a 
typical  scabies.  Our  Clinic  at  Bracebndge  Heath  has  still  been  of  good 
service,  but  still  a  great  many  more  cases  could  very  easily  be  dealt  with. 

We  go  on  from  strength  to  strength  in  our  water  supply  and 
distribution. 

The  question  of  the  purest  milk  supply  possible  is  still  one  to  keep 
in  front  of  us.  Though  marvels  have  been  done  m  such  a  time  of  stress, 
yet  the  condition  of  milk  as  seen  under  the  microscope  is  startling  and 
worrying.  “  Cleanliness  first,  last  and  always,’  ’  should  be  the  motto 
which  does  not  cost  more  nor  need  more  labour,  only  intelligent 
application,  particularly  on  the  part  of  the  actual  milkers  and  utensil 
cleaners,  etc. 

Housing  is  much  in  our  minds  and  in  those  of  the  “  powers  that  be.” 
Our  housing  progress  has  been  progressive,  but  we  must  keep  m  the  van 
and  see  that  we  have  the  very  best  housing  conditions  obtainable.  There 
must  be  co-operation  with  (and  from)  officials  of  the  Ministry  who  must 
be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  local  councils  are  cognisant  of  many  local  facts 
and  conditions  which  no  Ministry  can  ever  fully  comprehend  or  under¬ 
stand  on  its  own,  and  more  than  ever  just  now  when  bureaucratic 
power  is  in  the  ascendant  and  fain  would  not  decline. 

North  Hykeham  is  being  tackled  at  long  last,  but  we  must  not  stop 
until  it  is  a  model  village.
